The primary reason for allowance claims 1,4, 13 and 17 is that the prior art of record does not 
teach the controller which resumes a rotation of the intermediate roller and a rotation of the resist roller so 
that the intermediate roller and the resist roller start at the same time to transfer the sheets to the second 
sheet-transferring path and the first sheet-transferring path as argued by applicant (Remarks, page 13, 
paragraphs 1-5).
